Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Strafford: 


The start made to remodel the school houses in 
Strafford, so that they shall measure up to state re- 
quirements is commendable. The building at Bow 
Lake Village, which has been given the most attention 
should be inspected by all interested citizens. The — 
physical appointments in any school room have a di- 
rect influence upon the effectiveness of the school 
work. All money spent in improving the class room 
is money well invested. 

It is unfortunate that about the only occasions 
when parents and teachers see or talk to each other 
are those made necessary by matters of discipline. 
Parents should see and know teachers when the at- 
mosphere is clear and should talk of the good work 
their children are doing and not always of adjustment 
of difficulties. The schools are open to visitors at all 
times, and it is to be hoped that citizens will avail 
themselves of the opportunity to become conversant 
with school room activities through observation. I am 
sure that if more people saw the work of the class 
room, there would be a greater interest in the affairs 
of the school district. 

As shown in the school statistics, the average per 
cent. of attendance last year was 91 per cent. While 
this is better than the record we have made some years, 
it is not satisfactory. We should strive to have an 
average of at least 95 per cent. This will be possible 
when the parents appreciate the importance of regu- 
lar attendance, and allow their children to absent 
themselves from school only when it is absolutely 
necessary. 
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Questions are frequently asked about the duties 
of the School Board and the Superintendent so it may 
not be amiss to enumerate some of them. 


Powers and Duties of the School Board: 


1. The School Board shall determine the salary 
and terms of employment of all teachers. 


2. They shall employ janitors and other neces- 
sary employees. 


3. They shall authorize all purchases. 


4. They shall make suitable provision for the 
accommodation of pupils in approved schoolhouses and 
for proper transportation. 


5. They shall seasonably prepare a budget of 
school expenditures. 


6. They shall hold meetings for the transaction 
of business at least once in two months. 


7. They shall prepare the calendar for the school 
year. 


8. They shall exercise all powers vested in them 
by law or by regulations of the State Board. 


Powers and Duties of the Superintendent : 


1. The Superintendent shall give his entire time 
to the performance of the duties prescribed by law and 
by the regulations of the State Board. 


2. He shall enforce or cause to be enforced the 
rules of the School Board, and all laws relating to 
schools or child welfare. 


3. He shall direct and supervise the work of all 
teachers and janitors. 
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4. He shall nominate all teachers in accordance 
with the law and the regulations of the State Board. 

5. He shall select and purchase text books and 
supplies in accordance with the regulations of the 
School Board. 

6. He shall keep such records and make such re- 
ports as shall be required by the School Board or the 
State Board. 

7. He shall remove any teacher or other em- . 
ployee of the district found by him to be immoral or 
incompetent. 

8. He shall provide for temporary vacancies in 
the teaching force. 

9. He shall assign pupils to such classes and 
grades as their preparation warrants, and shall pro- 
mote them in accordance with their ‘capacity and 
attainments.
